FRENCH WILL ADVANCE

(By Cable to The Chicago Tribune.) 
_ PARIS, Juy 5—British commanders in 
the field have given up all hope of making 
their great offensive before next spring, 
according to apparenty authentic in- 
formation brought by officers from the 
front. 

This delay is due to the enormous 
casualties caused by lack of munitions 
and by the fact that it will be next Christ- 
mas before the new ministry of munitions 
can, even under the altered conditions, 
produce euficient quantities of shells and 


‘machine guns to warrant the long ex- 


pected great move. 

Enormous Increase in Casualties. 

Premier Asquith announced in the house 
of commons on June 9 that British army 
casualties up to May 31 amounted to 
258,060—10,95 officers and 247,114 of other 
tanks. It is now known that up to the 
morning of June 24 the total army casu- 


alties amounted to 320,000. 


This means that in twenty-four days 
there has been another 61,931 casualties 
ofallranks. Yet, in this time, there were 
no reports published of any particular 
fighting, and general bewilderment exist- 
ed in Britain at the apparent sudden lull 
in the war. 


British Problem Is Munitions. 
The task before the British is how to 
catch up with the Germans in high ex- 


plosive shells, machine guns, and general | 
equipment, | 


The new ministry of munitions has al- 
ready enlisted the service of every engi- 
nering shop able any way to aasist in the 


manufacture of munitions, and has re- 
cruited every man competent in any fash- 
fon to help. 


But despite all the superhuman efforts 


that have been made, the most optimistic 
estimate is that by the end of July the out- 
put will only have been increased 20 per 
cent, and it will be the end of October be- 
fore the present output can be doubled. 
Consequently it will be some time next 
March before the British can meet the 


Germans on equal terms. 


French Offensive Under Way. 
Meanwhile, however, the French cannot 


allow themselves to remain idle. Their 
present plan is for a great offensive— 


which has, in fact, already begun—which 


will aim at sweeping Alsace and Lorraine 
free of Germans. From their political 


point of view, this is essential.

QUEENSTOWN, July 5.—Witb nine 
dead sailors stretched on the deck, eight

| 4adlea-with shot and’ shelt, the British 


steamship Anglo - Californian steamed 
into Queenstown harbor this morning 
after having withstood the attack ofa 
German submarine for four hours. 

The ship's escape from destruction wae 
accomplished with no other means of 
defense than the indomitable spirit of 
the captain and crew, combined with 
masterly seamanship which enabled the 
steamer to frustrate the efforts of the 
assailant to torpedo it. 

The story of how Capt: Parslow stood 
on the bridge of the Anglo-OCalifornian 
amid a rain of shot and calmly directed 
the movements of his ship until he was 
kined by a shell, and of how his place 
was taken by his gop until British de- 
etroyers appeared and the submarine was 
compelled to flee, was told * the sur- 
vrvors. 

Fifty Americans and Canadians were 
among the crew of ninety-five aboard the 
Angio-Californian when it sailed from 
Montreab on June 24 

Praise for Dead Captain. 

“Our captain was a brave man, said 
one of the narrators. “ He kept at his 
post on the bridge, coolly giving orders 
as the submarine circled around us vain- 
ly seeking to get a position from which 
it could give us a death blow with tor- 
pedoes. All the while the under water 
boat continued to rain shot and shell 
upon us, and at times was so close that 
it was able to employ riſle fire effectively. 
At last one shell blew the captain off 
the bridge, killing him outright and ter- 
ribly mutilating bim. Just before that 
he had given orders to launch the boats, 
but this was difficult under the shell fre. 
Several. men were struck down while 
working at the davits. Ultimately four 
boats were got overboard and were rowed 
away until picked up. 


Son Takes Father’s Place. 

The son of Capt. Parslow, serving as 
second mate, was standing by his father’s 
side when the latter was killed. The son 
was knocked down by the violence of the 
explosion. Springing to his feet he seized 
the wheel, and, as ably as his father nad 
done, continued dodging the submarine. 
Another shell burst alongside him, shat- 
tering one of the spokes of the wheel, but 
young Parsiow remained at his post. 
The wireless S. O. 8.” calls that had 
been sent out at the first alarm had 
reached those able to give more than 
passive resistance, however, and British 
destroyers appeared. On their approach 
the submarine abandoned the attack and 
submerged: Young Parsiow was still at 
the wheel when the destroyers came up. 


Five More Boats Sunk.

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Bomb Explosion 
in Cotham Shakes 
Detective Bureau 


New York, July 5.—[{Special.J—A dyna- 
mite bomb exploded in the basement en- 
trance to police headquarters on the Cen- 
ter street side directly under the detect- 
ive bureau, a few minutes before 9 
o clock tonight, with such force as to 
shake the building and its occupants. 

The explosion completely wrecked the 
corridor leading from the doorway to the 
main basement corridor, and shattered 
windows in the building itself and across 
the street. 

The explosion is significant chiefly in 
the fact that today was one day past the 
anniversary of the bomb explosion in Ar- 
thur Caron’s room in Lexington avenue a 
year age. 

Similar to Anarchists’ Bombs. 

The metal slugs, too, which peppered 
the corridor walls and even penetrate! 
the four inch bars in the railing that 
guards the basement entrance, were the 
game as those used in Caron’s bomb and 
in the bomb which was set off in St. Pat- 
rick’s cathedral in October, 1914. 

That at least two persons, Policeman 
Joseph Evans and Detective Lieut. Ed- 
ward F. McNally, were not hurt was 
merely a freak of fortune. Both were 
sitting at their desks in the detective 
bureau on the first floor directly above 
the basement entrance where the bomb 
had been placed when the time fuse set 
it off. Large chunks of heavy glass in 
the two big windows a few feet behind 
showered about them, but neither re- 


ceived even a slight cut. | a 


Held Charge of Dynam e. 

The shock was heard distinctly for 
blocks around. Policemen in the tele- 
graph bureau upstairs thought the builé 
ing would collapse. Five prisoners were 
in the cells in the basement in the same 
part of the building on the Center Mar- 
ket place side. 

In a few minutes several thousand per- 
gons gathered at Grand and Center streets 
and had to be scattered by the reserves 
from the Mulberry street station.

Tas Trisune found a man who met 
Holt on his arrival in the City of Mexico 
about July 1, 1906, two months after 
Muenter’s flight from Harvard.

postmarked New Orleans, & port of sail- 
ing for Mexico. 

A University of Chicago professor fur- 
nished information that after arrival in 
Mexico Holt worked as stenographer for 
the City of Mexico office of the great 
Krupp gun works of Essen, Germany. 
This is the first specific information that 
T has been obtained thus far relative to the 
man’s employment which in any way 
suggests a link with the German govern-

C. B. Campoell, instructor in the Agri-

As I was learning a 
foreign language I rather kept away 
from Americans and Englishmen and 
stayed at a boarding house where I was 
the only American, except for a man 
named Frank Holt. The others were 
Spaniards, Mexicans, and Germans. 


Spoke Many 


Languages. 
“ As it happened, I saw Holt only at 


meals. He was a remarkable linduist. 
. Spanish, German and French 
fluently; and so he was able to converse 
freely with foreigners at the table. I 
never noticed anything peculiar about the 
man, except that he never spoke of his 
past in any way. In Mexico, however, 
a man passes for what he is; #0 I never 
asked any questions. 3 
A short time later I left Mexico City; 
and the next I heard of Holt was, when 
he was in southwestern Texas some time 
around 1908. I can’t recall just exactly 
what towns he was in, except that for 
a time he was in San Bonita. In 1909, as 
I remember, he entered the Polytechnic 
gchool at Fort Worth; and his remark- 
able lMnguistic abilities enabled him to 
_gdvance rapidly. Since that time I 
know nothing of his career that has not 
already been rn im the newspa- 
pers.”

LONDON, July 5.—Sir Thomas Whitta- 
ker, speaking in the house of commons 
this afternoon, bitterly asgailed the war 
office.

Wholesale 
dismissals at the war office are needed.

Maj. Archer-Shee, Unionist, while gup- 
porting the bill, said: 4 

“I believe we shall have to put 6,000,000 
men into the field before the war is ended, 
and that every evailable man will be in 
arms, engaged in munition factories, on 
the railways, or on farms.” 

‘The bill was passed to second reading.

Chicago Packers Ask Resumption of 
Negotiations Looking to New 
System of endes. 


Washington, D. C., July 5.—[SpecialL }— 
The Chicago packers, through Attorney 
Thomas Creigh, have appealed to Secre- | 
tary of State Lansing to resume negotia- 
tions with the British government look- 
ing toward the admission of American 
pork products into the British isles. 

For some years there has been a tech- 
nical conflict between the American meat 
inspection law and the British import 
regulations. The latter provide that for 
the importation of boxed meat, such as 
pork boins and other pork cuts, an offi- 
cial certificate must be furnished by a 
competent authority in the place of origin 
“that the pig from which the meat is | 
derived is free from disease.” 

Under the American inspection laws, 
animals are occasfonally passed which 
miight have been subject to tuberculosis. 
They are passed only when inspection de- 
velopes the fact that meat from such}: 
animals is neverthéleas sound. 

The packers say now that If a new form 
of certificate can be agreed on and cer- 
tain technicalities of inspection elimi- 
nated, they will be able to compete in the 
British market.

No state in the nation ought to surpans Mlinois 
in the cafe of trees. We have no such proportion 
of forested lands as many of the states, but what 
we have are all important to us if we but realize 
it, and we have much to do in the way of protect- 
ing them and increasing plantation e 4 
state.

way trees should be planted and jealously protect- 
ed. They would enbance the comfort and beauty 
of travel and literally transform the landscape in 
many districts. Without trees, too, we have com- 
paratively few birds, which are to be valued not 
merely as a pleasure, but as a utility, for they * 
the enemies of insect pests. , 

What we need first of all in Illinois te a cant 
of public attitude toward trees. Up to this time, 
our Javish American way, we have put little value 
upon them, in spite of their relative scarcity and 
their value and beauty. There has been little ge- 
tempt to preserve them, and they have been re- 
morselessly cut down or maimed for trivial rea- 
sons to suit the convenience of road making or 
building. A tree should never de lost if it can be 
saved, and neither public officials nor private indi- 
viduals should be allowed to sacrifice or injure 
them without some well considered and a 
cause. 
We need to protect the ces from surgical in- 
juries and from destructive parasites. There is 
a theory, not based on consideration of facts and 
not backed by scientific opinion, thet na ture should 
not be interfered with by measures of tree con- 
servation. Unfortunately for this theory, it leaves 
out of account the fact that man in this part of 
the world has interfered and always Is interfering 
with the normal processes of wild nature, and that 
artiſieial conditions thus established call for coun- 
terbalancing measures. Our interference with 
drainage in well settled districts is one fact which 
weakens the pristine health of trees and makes 
them susceptible to ills the wild tree does not have 
to deal with. The theory also leaves out of ac: 
count the destructiveness of nature’s own processes, 
observable in any wild country, and it is no congo- 
lation to some owner of a few acres that his tew 
possessions are lost in the Ein purposes of 
natural law. 
The possessor of a beautifull tree . to rte 
serve it regardless of such transcendental cons 
erations, and scientific arboriculture will give him 
the means of self-protection.

A movement is in progress for the establishment 
ef a new public holiday to be called Americanization 
dey, to be devoted to bringing all people of the 
United States into closer unity and a common un- 
gerstanding of American citizenship and ae 
ideals and opportunities. 

This movement springs, of course, from the an- 
iety aroused by evidence of foreign nationalism 
made clearer since the beginning of the war. This 
evidence was by no means lacking before the war 
| and was discussed from time to time by Tue Trip- 
unk, which in 1913 pointed out the reflection of na- 
. tionalism in Europe upon our own affairs. It was 
. then asserted that through the influence of politics 
4 and of cultural societies‘ young Americans of Eu- 
1 ropean parentage were often less American than 
their parents who came to America for reasons they 
had not forgot while their children idealized race 
ties often emphasized for political purposes. 7 

The sympathies naturally aroused by the European 
conflict may be taken too seriously. Nevertheless an 
intelligent propaganda of robust Americanism is to 
be welcomed, Creating a new holiday would hardly 
seem necessary. If Independence day is not an ap- 
propriate occasion for teaching American ideals we 
do not see that one can be made. In fact, the es- 
sential effort of the Americanization movement ought

PEKING, China, June 2.—Ever since 
the acceptance of the Japanese vitimatum 
by the Chinese government the vernac- 
ular newspapers have been commenting 
on that act as a national disgrace, and 
describing the day on which it was done 
as a day of national shame. 

Some of the papere give the date on 
which the ultimatum was presented, May 
7. ag the day of disgrace, and others give 
May 8, the day op which they regard the 
acceptance as having been made. 

As a 1.-atter of fact, the final document 
was delivered to Minister Hioki at half 
past 1 o’clock on the morning of Sunday, 
May 9. The ultimatum gave the Chinese 
until 7 o'clock on the evening of that day 
for their rep!y, but when they once made 
up their minds to accept they hurried it 
along as rapidiy as pose_bie so as to be 
through with the unpleasant task.

As a result of this criticism and agita 
tion May 7 or 8 promises to be celebrated | 
in China for some time to come es a day 
of mourning, and organizations are al- 
ready in process of formetion for that 
purpose. 

Sample of Press Protest.

“What do they do in time of peace but 
drink and be merry, and what can we ex- 
pect of them when troubles appear but 
defeat and defeat? Whether our officials 
will forget this day or not we shall not.” 


Another tor’s Views. 

The editor of the Min Pao wrote in 
similar vein. — 

May 7, 1915, is the day of disgrace to 
Chima.” he says. Let us remember it. 
Engrave it in our hearts and write it on 
our bones until the day we shall have re- 
venged the wrong. 

Our enemy will ay the Chinese peo- 
ple will soon forget such a day as they 
have forgotten the date of the Chino- 
Japanese war, for they are a wasted and 
a degenerate race. 

Let them say what they like. Let us 
continue in our determined endeavor to 
cope with our enemy in the spirit of firm 
ness and quietness.

Bitter criticism of the men who handied 
the negotiations and despair of the fu- 
ture of the Chinese marked the editorial 
utterance of Min Shih Pao. 

“A long series of blunders has been 
committed by our diplomats since the 
outbreak of the war in Europe,” wrote 
the editor. Never have they had any 
policy in dealing with d.plomatic affairs, 
but fumed and blundered whenever any 
difficulty arose. . 

„They let the Japanese troops land on 
Chinese soil and delimited for them an 
area for war. They let the Japanese 
troops march on Tsinan along the rall- 
way as if the whole territory was theirs, 
pillaging and robbing and killing Chinese 
citizens. 

“They then made the most serious 
blunder in agreeing to discuss the de- 
mands, and obeyed the orders of the 
Japanese diplomat like so many Japanese
